It is expected that durimg the 
coming summer the highway from 
Martinez to Richmond will be 
completed by the state highway 
commission. This work has been 
dragging along for the past two 
years, but it is understood that 
work is going to be resumed with 
the coming of spring and that it 
will be rushed to completion a.
